Kentucky Governor 
Steve Beshear visited 
Gallatin County on Mon¬ 
day to take a look at the 
nearly $12 million in im¬ 
provements at the Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway. He liked 
what he saw. 

“I commend Bruton 
Smith and (Speedway 
General Manager) Mark 
Simendinger and all the 
other people at the Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway for the 
obvious improvements 
that have been made to 
this facility,” Beshear told 
a large number of report¬ 
ers who attended a press 
conference at the track. 
“Equally important has 
been the resolve to make 
the Quaker State 400 the 
showcase event it de¬ 


serves to be. Kentucky 
Speedway is ideally situ¬ 
ated to draw fans from 
Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Tennessee 
and even farther away. We 
look forward to this race 
being a signature event 
for many years to come.” 

The Speedway’s first 
Sprint Cup race last year 
was marred by a massive 
traffic jam that prevented 
thousands of race fans 
from getting to the track. 

Simendinger said after 
last year’s troubled race, 
Smith, whose company 
(Speedway Motorsports 
Inc.) owns the track, and 
Gov. Beshear began to 
formulate a plan to solve 
the track’s parking and ac¬ 
cess problems. 


Glencoe property 
owners cleaning up

A first reading of the 
new Glencoe city budget 
was approved by four of 
the six council members 
at the June 11 meeting on 
Monday. 

Council members Lee- 
za Nantz and Julia Proc¬ 
tor were absent. Since the 
budget must be approved 
before July 1, the council 
voted to hold a special 
meeting on Wednesday, 
July 13 at 8 p.m. to ap¬ 
prove the second reading. 

The major topic at 
Monday’s meeting was 


nuisance properties and 
enforcing cleanup. Sever¬ 
al notices have been sent 
to property owners in vio¬ 
lation of Glencoe’s nui¬ 
sance law. Because of the 
notifications, many prop¬ 
erties have been cleaned 
up. 

Mowing the vacant 
Childs’ property was dis¬ 
cussed. On the advice of 
city attorney Alecia Hub¬ 
bard, the city will cease 
to maintain the property. 
Instead of filing a lien to 
collect for services, the 
city will enforce its nui-

In the following 
months, SMI spent more 
than $7 million to pur¬ 
chase 170 acres and add¬ 
ed an additional 20,000 
parking spaces. It also 
built a new overpass over 
its Tunnel Road to ensure 
trams would have easy ac¬ 
cess to the infield. 

In addition, the state 
spent $3.7 million to wid¬ 
en KY 35 near the track to 
seven lanes, widened the 
1-71 exit ramp near the 
track and built a pedestri¬ 
an tunnel underneath Rt. 
35 to allows fans easy and 
safe access to the track 
from the new parking ar¬ 
eas. 

“I would say the im¬ 
provements will definitely 
make life easier on race 


day,” Beshear said. “I do 
expect some delays be¬ 
cause there’s going to be 
delays at any Sprint Cup 
Race in the country.” 

Smith said all race¬ 
tracks experience grow¬ 
ing pains when they first 
open. 

“We had some prob¬ 
lems here and ours hap¬ 
pened to be traffic,” Smith 
said. “There are so many 
fans in this part of the 
country. That’s what cre¬ 
ated the problem. We just 
had too many people. We 
don’t know how many 
people were here and tried 
to get here last year but 
it was probably upward 
to 150,000. We couldn’t 
handle it.”

City’s budget 
approved on 
a tight vote 


Reducing deficit difficult 


In a close 4-2 vote, 
Warsaw City Council ap¬ 
proved a new budget at 
Monday’s meeting. The 
cash-strapped city has 
struggled to reduce a 
$195,000 budget deficit 
and there’s been much de¬ 
bate over spending. 

Voting for the new 
budget were councilmen 
Tyler Boaz, Jamie Gould, 
Jerry Hunt, and Randy 
Jones. Voting against 
the budget were Nelson 
Brown and Keith Jones. 

Brown has been a vo¬ 
cal critic of the city’s 
spending $120,000 to in¬ 
sure eight employees and 
also believes more cuts 
are needed. 

Randy Jones, how¬ 
ever, believes the city has 
done a good job to tighten 
spending. “We’ve shorn 
up the water and sewer 
budget,” he said. “The 
general fund is tight and 
we have to watch it.” 

There will be no rais¬ 
es for city employees 
this year, and salaries 
are budgeted at $94,800. 
The police payroll will 
be $170,000. The sewer 
payroll will be $50,000. 
The water payroll will be 
$79,000. 

In other Warsaw busi¬ 
ness: 

•The city is seek¬ 
ing bids for sidewalk 
repairs. Among the ar¬ 
eas being considered is 
Center Street from Lone 
Oak to Smith Avenue. A 
plan to repair sidewa lk s 
on Market Street at the 
“Old Show Building” has 
stalled as the apartment 
owner refuses to partici¬ 
pate. Next month, council 
will discuss street repairs. 

•Mayor C.E. French 
announced plans for the 
city’s annual River Days 


July 4th Celebration. It 
will be held from Mon¬ 
day through Wednesday, 
July 2-4 with live music 
each night and fireworks 
on Tuesday. Monday’s 
band will be Justa Band; 
Tuesday’s will be Young 
Country; and Wednes¬ 
day’s will be Hear-Say. 
French thanked Galla¬ 
tin Steel for funding the 
children’s inflatables this 
year. 

•Skip Bannick of 
Fourth Street addressed 
council about broken 
down cars parked on 
properties along First 
Street near the Method¬ 
ist Church. Mayor French 
said, “I know what you’re 
talking about and I’ll talk 
to Code Enforcement.” 

•Council set policy for 
police unlocking vehicles 
when requested. The city 
dropped a plan to charge 
for the service. 

•Council refused to 
regulate scooters, despite 
a request from the po¬ 
lice department to do so. 
Among those against the 
new law was Keith Jones. 

“Why penalize every¬ 
one for just a few viola¬ 
tions?” he said. “We can’t 
even police golf carts 
which require stickers. 
Let’s get one thing under 
control before we add to 
it.” 

Randy Jones agreed, 
saying: “This is a parental 
matter that requires com¬ 
mon sense which is in 
short supply sometimes.” 

•After debate over ef¬ 
forts to penalize secu¬ 
rity system false alarms, 
council tabled the issue. 
Councilmen Brown and 
Hunt did not want to 
prevent security systems 
from linking to emergen-

After all, that’s what 
summer is all about. 
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A History of Fathers Day 

The campaign to celebrate the nation’s fathers 
did not meet with the same enthusiasm as Mother’s 
Day. 

On July 5, 1908, a West Virginia church spon¬ 
sored the nation’s first event to honor fathers, a 
Sunday sermon in memory of the 362 men who had 
died in the previous December’s explosions at the 
Fairmont Coal Company mines in Monongah. 

The next year, a woman named Sonora Smart 
Dodd, of Spokane, Washington (one of six chil¬ 
dren raised by a widower) tried to establish an of¬ 
ficial equivalent to Mother’s Day. She went to local 
churches, the YMCA, shopkeepers and government 
officials and she was successful: Washington State 
celebrated the nation’s first statewide Father’s Day 
on July 19, 1910. 

Slowly, the holiday spread. In 1916, President 
Wilson honored the day by using telegraph signals 
to unfurl a flag in Spokane when he pressed a but¬ 
ton in Washington, D.C. 

In 1924, President Calvin Coolidge urged state 
governments to observe Father’s Day. Nevertheless, 
many men continued to disdain the day, deriding it 
as a commercial gimmick to sell more products— 
often paid for by the father himself. 

During the 1920s and 1930s, a movement arose 
to scrap Mother’s Day and Father’s Day altogether 
in favor of a single holiday, Parents’ Day. 

But struggling retailers and advertisers redoubled 
their efforts to make Father’s Day a “second Christ¬ 
mas” for men, promoting goods such as neckties, 
hats, socks, pipes and tobacco, golf clubs and other 
sporting goods, and greeting cards. 

When World War II began, advertisers began 
to argue that Father’s Day would honor American 
troops and support the war effort. By the end of the 
war, Father’s Day had not become a federal holi¬ 
day, but it was a national institution. 

In 1972, in the middle of a hard-fought presiden¬ 
tial re-election campaign, Richard Nixon signed a 
proclamation making Father’s Day a federal holi¬ 
day at last. Today, economists estimate that Ameri¬ 
cans spend more than $1 billion each year on Fa¬ 
ther’s Day gifts.

Coal industry must not have free rein 


Strictly by the numbers, 
Tuesday’s battle of coal rallies 
wasn’t much of a match. 

About 100 environmentalists 
gathered in Frankfort’s Capital 
Plaza to support the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
objections to 36 blocked mining 
permits. 

Elsewhere in the Plaza, more 
than 500 people, some of them 
miners bused in from eastern 
Kentucky, demonstrated in fa¬ 
vor of granting the permits. 

Majority rule is a fixture of 
American politics. Kentucky 
politicians have been more re¬ 
sponsive to large numbers of 
people who expect to profit 
from surface mining than to 
smaller numbers who live in the 
shadows of spoil banks or be¬ 
lieve it’s not right to roll over 
a vulnerable minority — even 
when the majority demands 
cheap coal to produce cheap 
electricity. 

Gov. Steve Beshear’s call for 
EPA to “get off our backs” may 
have resonated with free-enter- 
prise hard-liners who regarded 
it as a challenge to overbearing 
bureaucracy. But sometimes it 
takes more courage to stand up 
for the rights of the few. 

If majority rule were the 
only criterion, Southern schools 
would still be racially segregat¬ 
ed. Because the U.S. Supreme 
Court decided great-grandchil¬ 
dren of slaves had a right to 
equal protection, racial equal¬ 
ity is an accepted fact of life in 
America. 

But environmental protection 
has not attained that level of ac¬ 
ceptance. 

Those who fight for good 
planetary stewardship have al¬ 
ways been out-numbered, even 


in the euphoria of the original 
Earth Day four decades ago. 

Today, with more Americans 
worried that they won’t be able to 
pay their monthly bills, relatively 
few get worked up over coal op¬ 
erators blowing the tops off moun¬ 
tains in Appalachia. 

But that sin against nature mat¬ 
ters to residents who live down¬ 
stream from waterways suffocated 
by blast debris. 

The pollutants undoubtedly taint 
tributaries to the Kentucky River 

- our drinking water source - but 
most of us have implicit faith in 
the Frankfort Plant Board to filter 
out the nasty stuff before it reaches 
our kitchen faucets. 

Still, some local people do care, 
and have linked arms with east¬ 
ern Kentuckians who lament the 
exploitation of their land, air and 
water. 

They’ve marched in the annu¬ 
al “I Love Mountains Day” rally 

— routinely ignored by the state 
legislators — and they’ve joined 
sleep-ins and sit-ins outside the 


governor’s office to condemn the 
ongoing love affair between coal 
and state government. 

The EPA is a court of last resort 
for environmentalists deserted by 
parochial politicians who ridicule 
“tree huggers.” 

The agency held hearings last 
week in Frankfort and Pikeville 
on mining projects it maintains 
would unacceptably degrade Ken¬ 
tucky waters. 

EPA Regional Administrator 
Gwen Keyes Fleming, in an op¬ 
ed commentary, emphasized the 
necessity for balance between en¬ 
vironmental protection and eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

There’s no plausible “war” on 
coal. We need the industry, but it 
should not be allowed to trample 
the rights of Kentuckians who live 
daily with the damages mining can 
inflict if indifferently controlled. 

Something is out of balance 
here, and it ought to be corrected.

Striped bass minimum size limit 
lowered at Lake Cumberland 


Striped bass anglers on 
Lake Cumberland may now 
keep smaller fish than in the 
past. The minimum size lim¬ 
it for striped bass in the lake 
has dropped to 22 inches, a 


two-inch reduction from the 
previous 24-inch minimum 
size limit. 

The daily creel limit of 
two striped bass remains the 
same. 


Striped bass prefer cooler 
water temperatures. Even 
striped bass that are released 
back into the water by an¬ 
glers can die from stress 
during the higher water tem¬ 
peratures of summer. 

Because the lake remains 
40 foot lower than normal 
summer pool while Wolf 
Creek Dam is being re¬ 
paired, Lake Cumberland is 
not storing its usual amount 
of cooler, oxygenated water 
needed by striped bass. "Un¬ 
der the 24-inch size limit, we 
have a high rate of catch and 
release on striped bass," Ross 
said. "The fight stresses the 
fish in the cooler months, but 
higher water temperatures in 
summer are really rough on 
striped bass." 

Department officials de¬ 
cided to reduce the size limit 
on striped bass so that anglers 
could have the opportunity 
to keep some fish that might 
die anyway. "If you are go¬ 
ing to lose the fish, then we 
prefer that people get some 
use out of them," Ross said. 
"We are trying to make the 
best of a bad situation." 

Ross is confident Lake 
Cumberland will resume 
its place as the best striped 
bass fishery in Kentucky 
after work on the dam is fin¬ 
ished and water levels return 
to normal. "After the wa¬ 
ter comes back, we expect 
the striped bass to rebound 
quickly," he said. "We are 
still stocking. When we get 
the optimal water conditions 
back, the striped bass will 
thrive." 

Work on Wolf Creek Dam 
is nearly complete. The U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
estimates the work will be 
completed by December.

the Signs

For all of you planting 
your garden by the phases 
of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac, here’s the in¬ 
formation for the week 
ahead - and more. 

The moon 

We are now in our sec¬ 
ond week of the moon’s 
dark phase this month and 
that will continue until 
11:02 a.m. next Tuesday, 
June 19. Through June 
18, plant only those veg¬ 
gies that produce beneath 
the ground, preferably in 
a fertile sign but definite¬ 
ly NOT in a killing one 
like we have coming up 
Thursday and Friday.

The signs 

According to the signs 
of the zodiac, what’s left 
of today (Wednesday) is 
ruled by Pisces (the feet), 
one of the four most fer¬ 
tile signs. With the moon 
in the dark phase, this is 
a day for below-ground 
producers. 

As I mentioned above, 
ah planting should cease 
on Thursday and Friday 
when the sign moves to 
Aries (the head), one of 
the two killing signs. Re¬ 
serve these days for kill¬ 
ing, deadening - any ac¬ 
tivity but planting. 


Outstanding planting 
returns Saturday and Sun¬ 
day, June 16-17, when 
Taurus (the neck) comes 
into force.

First of all, it’s just a 
fungus, albeit an incred¬ 
ibly tacky one for sure. 
So don’t be overly con¬ 
cerned. What you found 
is a common Stinkhorn 
mushroom. 

Before I go any fur¬ 
ther K.T., I want you 
and all the other readers 
out there to know how 


hard it is for me to NOT 
have a lot of fun an¬ 
swering your question. 
The possibilities for 
jokes and innuendoes 
are positively endless. 
But since this is a fam¬ 
ily paper, I’m showing 
considerable restraint. 

The Stinkhoms be¬ 
long to a group of 
mushrooms called phal- 
loid fungi. They don’t 
hurt garden plants; they 
are wood destroying 
fungi that subsist on the 
mulch in your garden 
beds. 

They start off as egg¬ 
like structures resem¬ 
bling puff-ball mush¬ 
rooms. Then at some 
point, the “egg” cracks 
and up comes this fun¬ 
gal reproductive struc¬ 
ture that contains the 
fungal spores.

Fathers Make a 
Critical Difference 

With Father’s Day just 
around the comer, it’s a good 
time to reflect on the critical 
role fathers play in the devel¬ 
opment and well-being of their 
children.
